The Captain.is one ‘of . the 
mariners ‘who |has “stayed in the 
Colony for x Very long perjod—in 
fact, overs 24 years—and he re- 
tires now. at the age of 74 to enjoy 
a,welbearned rest. A host of 
friendg were on board the 'Helenus 
fo bid Cypt. and Mrs. Tall fares 
well, «amongst whom were Mr. and 
Mrs, McIntosh, “Mr. and ‘Mrs. (C.,
